COST 

The architect has estimated the cost of., these proposed buildings to be 
$350,000. The city has in its building fund more than $40,000, so a bond issue of 
$300,000 is necessary. 

Interest and principal payments on the proposed bond issue will average 

$18,000 a year. This is figured on bonds drawing 2% interest. This is a very reason 

able figure, for many Municipal issues have been sold recently where the interest 
rate is nearer 1.5% 

The majority of the City Council have publicly committed themselves to meet 
principal and interest payments of these bonds from the surplus of the Municipal 
¥/ater Revenue. The surplus for the last year was more than $50,000. Since no 
large or unusual expenditures are presently in sight, bond payments and interest 

can be easily met from the water works surplus with no increase in the tax rate 

This is in keeping with what the City Council has been doing with water 

works surpluses for several years. A joint sewer outlet and pumping plant of which 

San Bruno’s share was $80,000 has been constructed from surpluses of the water 

fund

The City 
gets this cash by selling bonds. It is the same idea as financing a home. The Bank 
loans you the money and you make regular payments to the Bank until your 
obligation is out of the way. 

It is admitted by everyone that San Bruno needs a new City Hall. The location 
selected was not arrived at hurriedly, but has been discussed and studied for 
several years. 

The estimated cost submitted by the architect for these buildings is a reason¬ 
able one in the opinion of local contractors who should know. 

Money can be obtained by bond issue at a cheaper rate now than ever before. 

San Bruno is desperately in need of new Police headquarters. 

The present and future requirements for Library facilities is as great as that of 
the other city departments.
